Status of the claims 

The rejection of claims 23-27 under 35 USC 103 has been withdrawn. Applicant claim is 
specifically drawn to a process of preparing desloratadine using an organic acid ( 
methanesulfonic acid) 

The prior art uses a mineral acid and does not uses the methane sulfonic acid for hydrolysis. 
Applicants have also sent a declaration showing the unpredictability of various acids. 

The rejection under 35 USC is hence withdrawn. 

The title has been changed to a "Process of preparing Desloratadine " to more accurately 
represent the claimed invention. 
Claims 23-27 are found to be allowable.
